I enjoy your Action Line column very 


much and try to keep up with it. You may 
nave answered my question previously 
and, if so, I apologize for the repeat. 


I would like a layman's answer to the 


cost adjustment or fuel adjustment cost on 
the Texas Power and Light bills. Just how 
is this figured and is it a permanent thing. 
I have read articles on this but do not fully 
understand how this is based. 


According to the TP&L pamphlets 


"About 
that 
Fuel 
Adjustment 


Clause...What is it," TP&L rate schedules 
"provide that when the cost of fuel exceeds 
20 cents per million BTU's (the equivalent 
of 1,000 cubic feet of natural gas) the fuel 
adjustment clause permits us (TP&L) to 
pass on this additional fuel cost to our 
customers." 


The pamphlet continues to say that only 


"actual costs of boiler fuel" above the base 
rate are used in figuring the fuel ad- 
justment clause: 


"We make no profit on the fuel." 
Thusly, according to TP&L, as the price 


of gas increases for the electric company, 
the consumer sees a corresponding in- 
crease in the fuel adjustment rate on his 
bill. Under this arrangement, the fuel cost 
would also be adjusted downward to cover 
any drop in the price the company might 
pay for its fuel. 


We have mailed you a copy of the TP&L 


pamphlet, which will discuss the subject in 
more detail. 


Has the C.E.T.A. Manpower Program at 


Navarro College been funded for another 
year by the federal government? How 
many training slots were allotted to the 
program for the coming year? Does the 
C.E.T.A. program have on-the-job training 
contracts with any industries in Cor- 
sicana? What is the maximum time an 
enrollee can remain on the program? Can 
an enrollee in the program here be tran- 
sferred to another similar program in a 
different county? 


The C.E.T.A. Manpower Program, 


according to Manpower Program Coun- 
selor Kenneth Martin, has been refunded 
for a period that began Aug. 1 and ends 
July 31, 1976. There will be 14 Work 
Coupled slots, 15 straight work experience 
slots and 15 in-school slots this year. The 
program does currently have on-the-job 
training contracts with several Navarro 
County businesses and is in the process of 
completing another contract with a local 
industry. An enrollee can receive training 
and experience through the program for 
one full year, and can transfer to 
programs in other counties provided he 
has not completed a full year on the 
C.E.T.A. program.

West Cedar Creek Lake Utility 
District voted into existence 


SEVEN 
POINTS - The 


confirmation of the West Cedar 
Creek Lake Utility District 
passed by a vote of 400-69 in a 
district wide election held in 
Seven Points Tuesday. 


The 
confirmation of 
the 


district, which was okayed 
earlier this year by the State 
Legislature, entitles the Board 
of Directors of the district to 
purchase, improve or construct 
water and sewer systems within 
the district. 


THE DISTRICT RUNS from 


the northern Henderson County 
line south on highway 274 to the 
spillway. It includes the towns 
of Seven Points and Tool and the 
additions 
of Cedar Knolls, 


Persimmon 
Creek, 
Arnold 


Hills, Westwood Beach, Isle of 
View, Paradise Bay, Don's Port 
Cove and Wildwood, for a total 
of 15,252 acres. 


J. N. Loden, chairman of the 


district's board of directors, 
said the board must now wait 30 
days, until after the election 
ballots are canvassed by the 
Henderson 
County Com- 


missioners, before beginning 
work on a bond issue to help 
finance the project. 


Loden said the district has 


already received 
a federal 


grant for phase one of the 
project — feasibility study and 
planning — but cannot apply for 
funds for phase two — the ac- 
tual plant construction — until 
after Nov. 1. Phase three, the 
laying of the water and sewer 
line, will then follow, he said. 
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sewer lines in the district are 
privately owned, and Loden 
said 
the 
board 
will 
be 


negotiating for the purchase of 
those lines in the 
coming 


months. Eventually, he said the 
district will have one treatment 
plant, and water and sewer 
lines available to all residents in 
the 
district. 


"I estimate it will take from 18 
months to two years to complete 
the entire project, though," he 
said. 


Payment 
for the 
system 


should not entail any taxation, 
he said, as revenue bonds are 


expected to repay the grants. 
However, 
should 
taxation 


become 
necessary, 
district 


residents would have to approve 
the taxation in an election, 
specifically 
called 
for that 


purpose, according to House 
Bill 2171, which created the 
district.

City Manager Dick Ballenger 


presented 
Corsicana 
city 


commissioners with a deficit 
budget proposal Tuesday night 
that includes the same tax rate 
the city is currently operating 
under and assured them that 
"the city's not broke." 


Included 
in 
the 
city 


manager's 
proposed budget 


was a reduction of city forces by 
two people, a proposal to lease 
cars for the police department, 
the suggested abolition of one 
department 
and 
another 


department head and raises for 
three city workers. 


The preliminary budget calls 


for expenditures of $1,804,394 
and 
revenues 
totalling 


$1,794,400. But the city manager 
also 
presented 
several 


measures which he said would 
eliminate the $9,994 deficit. 


TWO SUGGESTED cutbacks 


which would individually offset 
this deficit were Ballenger's 
proposal to abolish the Traffic 
Safety Office when state funds 
for that program stop and his 
suggestion that he could func- 
tion without a public works 
director at a savings to the city 
of $12,000 annually. 


Ballenger also said that if his 


leasing 
proposal 
were 


authorized 
for 
the 
police 


department, 
an 
additional 


$3,300 could 
be 
saved 
by 


eliminating car allowances in 
the municipal services and tax 
offices. 
Ballenger 
suggested 


using last year's police cars in 
these departments instead of 
having the auto allowances. 


Ballenger 
told 
the com- 


mission, composed of Mayor 
Sue Youngblood and 
Com- 


missioners R. A. Armistead and 
Wayne Norris, that the city 
could save about $5,000 a y£ar 
by leasing police cars instead of 
buying them. He added that 
three local firms and one from 
Fort 
Worth had 
responded 


favorably to his inquiry con- 
cerning the leasing. 


The leasing plan would in- 


volve leasing eight cars over a 
two-year period. The first year 
four cars would be used for 
patrol and the other four would 
be used for support vehicles. 
The second year the cars would 
be switched to keep the mileage 
on the vehicles as low as 
possible. 


BALLENGER ALSO SAID 


that he was planning to reduce 
the motor sizes in the police 
cars 
down 
to 
the 
more 


economical middle engine sizes. 


Remarking that this would 


save money, he also said that 
he intends to keep the city's 
motorcycle in case the fuel 
situation worsens. 


Besides 
proposing 
these 


reductions, Ballenger told the 
commission 
that 
he 
has 


released 
one man 
in 
the 


sanitation 
department 
and 


another in the police depart- 
ment. 


The 
city 
manager 
also 


reiterated his policy of not 
hiring new employes to fill 
vacancies 
created 
by 


retirement. 


Ballenger also pointed out 


several re-assignments and re- 
classifications during the four- 
hour budget session, but em- 
phasized that only two people 
were being laid off. 


In an effort to bring the city 


more revenue, Ballenger said 
he has put building permit fees 
in line with those suggested by 
the Southern Building Code 


Congress. Explaining that this 
is a doubling of previous fees, 
Ballenger said he met with local 
builders prior to taking this 
action and that they endorsed it. 


BALLENGER 
^ ALSO 


suggested 
another 
possible 


move to raise more money, the 
raising of monthly garbage 
pick-up fees. A survey prepared 
for the city by the Texas 
Municipal 
League 
shows 


Corsicana's rates 
for both 


residential 
and 
commercial 


properties lower than most 
other cities of comparable size. 
The 
survey 
also 
revealed 


Corsicana as one of the few 
cities of its size to include brush 
pick-ups as a part of regular 
service. 


Norris asked if a raise in 


these charges could be used to 
provide a small cost of living 
raise to city workers. Ballenger 
said this would be a possibility, 
but that he would rather use the 
money to have the sanitation 
department pay for its own 
operations. 


Ballenger also suggested an 


increase 
in 
the 
price 
of 


cemetery lots and in the city's 
fee for burials. 


The only raises scheduled for 


the new budget are for three of 
the 
police 
dispatchers. 


Ballenger told the commission 
that during the year one of the 
dispatchers was raised from 
$450 to $475 monthly. 


Saying that such a disparity 


"doesn't seem kosher to me," 
Ballenger said that he was 
raising 
the 
other 
three 


dispatchers $25 monthly. 


SPEAKING TO CHARGES 


made last week by Comm. Jim 
Lightfoot, Ballenger said the 
city is not "broke," and that he 
expects a surplus of $232,000 in 
the general fund and a surplus 
of $217,000 in the water revenue 
fund at the end of this fiscal 
;year Sept. 30. 


He qualified this by saying 


that since the city does not 
collect much in taxes in October 
and November the surpluses 
will be needed to run the city 
through the end of the year. 


He also said that the city will 


be "short" about $70,000 in 
anticipated sales tax revenue 
because of the State's con- 
version from a quarterly to 
monthly payment basis. The 
city will still receive 
this 


money, he said, but it will come 
in during the next fiscal year. 


Norris also suggested raising 


Fire Chief Duane Womack's 
monthly salary from $975 to 
$1,000 "if it won't cause too 
many waves." 


Norris praised the work being 


done by Womack, but added 
that he is aware such a raise 
would probably set off a chain 
reaction. 


WHILE OTHER members of 


the commission did not say 
anything one way or the other, 
Ballenger noted "I don't see 
how I could have more waves 
than I've had recently." 


While Sallenger emphasized 


the preliminary nature of the 
budget, he also mentioned its 
overall tentative nature when 
he 
concluded 
his 
police 


department 
presentation 
by 


noting it looked pretty good "if 
we don't lose in the cour- 
thouse." 


Police and fire salaries will be

Bird sitter 


watches over 
'aristrocrat'

PROVING 


GROUND, Md. (AP) - Scott 
Ward is a bird sitter. 


But he doesn't sit for just any 


birds — and lately, his birds 
haven't been sitting still for 
him. 


Ward's prize is a group of four 


young peregrine falcons, an 
endangered bird whose ad- 
mirers claim it is the world's 
fastest creature. 


One falcon has been spotted 


recently perching on the 33rd 
floor of a Baltimore skyscraper. 
And two have been seen feeding 
on pigeons near grain elevators 
on the north side of Baltimore's 


Harbor Tunnel. 


"It's the aristrocrat of birds. 


It closes in on prey at speeds of 
175 to 200 miles per hour," Ward 
said as he sat in a small hut in 
the middle of Carroll Island, a 
Chesapeake Bay wilderness and 
marshland area once used by 
the Army as a testing ground 
for chemical warfare. 


Ward, 34, is a civilian em- 


ploye of the Army and was 
trained as a veterinarian. 


Since Ward and some ornitho- 


logists from Cornell University 
placed four chicks in a nest two 
months ago, Ward has been 
monitoring their development 


as they've learned to hunt food 
on their own. He sits for hours, 
hoping to spot one, his eye fixed 
on a powerful telescope which is 
trained on the wooden, man- 
made nest atop a 75-foot tower. 


Occasionally Ward's efforts 


are rewarded, and the graceful, 
hawk-like bird with its long, 
pointed wings, swoops down 
over the field. The falcons once 
nested throughout the United 
States, often in the Hudson Riv- 
er Palisades and once in New 
York's St. Regis Hotel. 


Today the bird is almost ex- 


tinct, its population virtually 
wiped out by the use of DDT. 


Ward said the Army became 
interested 
in 
the falcons 


through the Endangered Spe- 
cies Act of 1973, which enjoins 
all federal agencies to cooper- 
ate in trying to preserve dis- 
appearing wildlife. 


It is Ward's hope, and that of 


the Army, Cornell ornitholog- 
ists and the U.S. Fish and Wild- 
life Service, that the birds can 
be successfully reintroduced to 
the East Coast. Similar pro- 
grams are under way in Ithaca, 
N.Y., Lincoln, Mass., and the 
New Jersey coast. 


The peregrine chicks already 


have survived one close call. 


The day after they were 


placed in the nest a thunder- 
storm developed. Dr. Thomas J. 
Cade, a Cornell professor who 
has experienced the most 
success in breeding the birds in 
captivity, climbed the tower at 
3:30 a.m. and rescued the 
chicks. Five minutes later the 
tower was struck by lightning 
and the nest splintered. 


Not everyone is as enthusias- 


tic about the project. A group of 
Massachusetts bird watchers 
expressed concern that the per- 
egrines, who prey on small 
birds, would wipe out the song- 


birri population. 


"Nonsense," Ward replied. 


"It's ecologically naive to say 
these predators will kill off our 
tweeters. The more species of 
plants and animals we have, the 
more checks and balances there 
are. It restores the balance of 
nature. 


"The return of the predator is 


as noble an endeavor as man 
can achieve. They'll eat some 
songbirds, but they tend to se- 
lect inferior birds, ones that are 
sick, crippled or diseased. The 
individual bird will suffer if he 
is eaten, but the whole bird 
population will benefit." 


David Frost may 
make a deal with 
major TV network 


NEW YORK (AP) - Okay, 


it's back to square one for Brit- 
ish TV personality David Frost 
on which U.S. broadcasters will 
buy the film interviews he'll be 
doing with former president 
Nixon. 


There was a published report 


this week that ABC News, 
which rejected a proposal to 
buy TV rights to Nixon's mem- 
oirs and interview him, now 
was believed negotiating with 
Frost for U.S. rights to his 
project. 


Balderdash, said ABC News 


chief Bill Sheehan late Monday 
night. "We're not making a 


deal with Frost and we're not 
trying to," he said, adding he'd 
told Frost of ABC's policy of 
"not paying for news." 


But for a while it looked like 


something was cooking when 
an ABC corporate spokesman, 
noting that Sheehan was on va-' 
cation and momentarily out of 
contact, said ABC couldn't con- 
firm or deny the report. 


He said Sheehan — who was 


taking an all-day examination 
for an instrument flying rating 
— was the only one in the en- 
tire American 
Broadcasting 


Company who could comment 
on the published report. 


It seems a strange way to 


run a network, but Sheehan 
eventually was contacted, de- 
nied the report, and that was 
that. 


So where does this leave 


Frost 
in 
American 
broad- 


casting? 


Well, two TV outlets - public 


TV's National Public Affairs 
Center for Television and Tele- 
vision News, Inc., a com- 
mercial TV news service — say 
they may negotiate for Frost's 
interviews of Nixon. 


CBS, 
stung by "checkbook 


journalism" charges after pay- 
ing ex-Nixon aide H.R. Halde- 


man for interviews, rejected an 
offer made before the Frost 
deal to buy TV rights to Nix- 
on's memoirs and interview 
him. 


It cited a policy against buy- 


ing "hard news" exclusives. 
But it might deal with Frost if, 
among other things, the hard 
news softens. 


It works this way: Frost's in- 


terviews won't be released until 
after the November elections in 
1976. But CBS could deal for 
the films if Nixon opens himself 
to thorough questioning by 
newsmen before the films air. 


Under those conditions, CBS 


News chief Richard S. Salant 
says he might negotiate if Nix- 
on earlier has "said practically 
everything he has to say on 
Watergate under questioning — 
which he's never done, not ever 
before a congressional com- 
mittee. 


"But if by the time of broad- 


cast that's behind him and he's 
done it (talked with newsmen), 
then I suppose there's been a 
sufficient lapse of time and dis- 
closure of facts to include it as 
legitimate among memoirs." 


By that he meant he could 


negotiate for the films as presi- 
dential memoirs. But he says it 


also "depends on what they're 
talking about. And I want to 
know who's doing it and under 
what ground rules." 


Before the Forst deal, NBC 


News was negotiating with Nix- 
on's literary agent. It said it 
wasn't trying to buy a "hard 
news" exclusive — which its 
policies bar — but rather to get 
Nixon to elaborate on the mem- 
oirs he now is writing. 


The talks ended when the 


agent invited others to nego- 
tiate.

Austin was reassigned from 
command of the key Utapao 
base to 15th Air Force head- 
quarters at March Air Force 
Base, Calif. 


Woman legislator 
angered by remarks 


DENVER (AP) - Colorado's 


highest ranking female is ask- 
ing the attorney general's office 
to decide whether Tennessee 
State Rep. Larry Bates quali- 
fies in Colorado as an expert on 
women. 


Bates testified at a General 


Assembly committee hearing 
July 31 that it's a "beautiful 
myth" that a woman can hold 
down the jobs of mother and 
professional at the same time. 
The hearing was on whether 
Colorado's ratification of the 
proposed Equal Rights Amend- 
ment to the Constitution should 
be reconsidered. 


Secretary of State Mary Es- 


till Buchanan, a mother of six, 
took exception to Bates' re- 
mark. 


She angrily told him that 


since he's no expert on the sub- 
ject and isn't a constituent of 
the Colorado Legislature, he 
must register with her office as 
a lobbyist. That entails a de- 
tailed report of expenses and 
reimbursements. 


Mrs. Buchanan also told 


Bates that if she wasn't satis- 
fied with his responses, "I will 
refer them to Jean Dubofsky, a 
happy young mother who is the 
deputy attorney general for 
Colorado." 


Bates replied Monday by re- 


turning the papers, uncom- 
pleted, along with a letter 
charging that Mrs. Buchanan 
intimidated him. Mrs. Buchan- 
an made good her threat Tues- 
day. 


She framed the referral to 


the attorney general in less 
personal terms. 


"The problem is that we need 


some test greater than the 
judgment of the secretary of 
state about what is an expert 
witness," Mrs. Buchanan said. 


"Any legislator's invitation to 


testify now shields them (lobby- 
ists) from the sunshine (dis- 
closure) law and cloaks them 
with a mantle of expertise." 


But she made clear that 


Bates and his anti-ERA testi- 
mony were bothering her. 


Mrs. Buchanan noted that she 


mailed the forms to Bates a 
full week after the committee 
hearing. 


"If he gets intimidated a 


thousand miles away and a 
week later, he must be pretty 
easy to intimidate," she said. 


"I do think he's wrong and 


has declined to satisfactorily 
reply to my request." 


The exchange between Mrs. 


Buchanan, a Republican, and 
Bates, a Democrat from Mar- 
tin, wasn't one way. In his re- 
ply, Bates told the secretary of 
state: 


"Ms. Buchanan, you are in- 


deed fortunate to hold office in 
the state of Colorado, because 
had you been the secretary of 
Tennessee, and had you sought 
to intimidate a witness that had 
been invited to appear before 
the committee that I chair, you 
would have been directed to ap- 
pear before the committee to
